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      UPDATES AND ANNOUNCEMENTS

EPA Issued a press release on Tuesday
December 26th announcing new standards for
lead.

Basically they are the same as identified in the new
HUD regulations, except in soil lead levels.  Lead is
considered a hazard if:

Dust levels exceed 40 micrograms of lead per
square foot on floors, or 250 micrograms of lead
per square foot on interior windowsills.

Lead in bare soil in children’s play areas exceed
400 parts per million (ppm), or 1200 ppm
average for bare soil in the rest of the yard.

Identifying lead hazards through these new standards
will allow inspectors and risk assessors to assist property
owners in deciding how to address problems which may
include lead paint abatement, covering or removing soil
or professional cleaning of lead dust.

According to EPA this action should appear soon in the
Federal Register and at http://www.epa.gov/lead.

Individual Responsibilities
Lead Assessment and Abatement Activities

Inspector/Risk Assessors

Note that a certified inspector can only conduct lead-
hazard inspections and collect samples.  An inspection is
to determine the presence of lead in paint.

A certified risk assessor can conduct inspections,
assessments and collect samples.

The samples referred to are those collected during
assessment activities; clearance after abatement and now
since the HUD rules became effective (September 2000)
clearance after renovation, remodeling, and interim
control activities.

All assessment activities require the provision of a report
as identified in regulations, which identify specific
information. A point of confusion in the past is the
specifics of an inspection report.  Note that an inspector
cannot provide interim controls or abatement options, nor
recommendations for addressing lead based paint hazards
in or in conjunction with an inspection report.  The
presence and location of lead paint is the goal of the
inspector.

Supervisors/Project Designers

According to Kentucky rules both a certified supervisor
and designer prepares abatement and occupant protection
plans, and reports.  The individual involved in the plan
preparation is also required to be at the project at specific
times and to be available to the workers, etc.

One main difference between these two (2) disciplines is
that a project of ten (10) or more residential units requires
the involvement of a project designer

Sampling Technicians

These individuals are not certified either by Kentucky or
EPA.  At present, sampling technicians are attending the
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) “Sampling
Technician” course.

Sampling Technician

These individuals can conduct “clearance testing” after
such activities as interim controls, paint stabilization,
maintenance, rehabilitation and remodeling activities
for the purpose of determining if adequate cleanup has
occurred.  This sampling only includes dust wipe collection

in work areas only.

The activities of the individuals have to be considered as
regulated in order for Kentucky to certify “sampling
technicians” or “clearance technicians.”   Training must
be evaluated (accredited?) and some reporting
requirements established.   Note, that this is being
considered and such training is discussed on page 7 of
this newsletter under training provider issues.

Workers

Workers do not require any work experience prior to
certification only that they have completed an approved
course.  The EPA model course for workers is only
sixteen (16) hours.  In Kentucky there are no educational
or age requirements.  Some states require that workers
take a 3rd party examination to assure that they are
knowledgeable of the hazards involved and the use of
safe work practices. Kentucky is now considering this
practice under new rule proposals.

In addition, due to this limited worker training Kentucky
is considering requiring that the supervisor be at the
work site during all times when lead hazard abatement
activities are being conducted.

Lead Hazard Abatement versus Renovation
and Remodeling Activities

“Lead-Hazard abatement” means a set of measures
designed and intended to permanently eliminate lead
hazards.

Removal and replacement, encapsulation, or
enclosure, are considered lead-hazard abatement
measures (methods).

The “intent” of renovation or remodeling are
activities designed to repair, restore, or revitalize a
structure.

When the activity is “directed” toward the
elimination of a lead-hazard it is considered as
“Lead-Hazard abatement.”

Removal and replacement of components because
they are a lead hazard is abatement.  Removal in
order to restore and or remodel a structure is not
considered lead hazard abatement. However, note
that all like components must be a part of the
renovation/remodeling project.

Also note that lead-hazard abatement and
renovation/remodeling activities can occur on the
same project.

Kentucky law has specific penalties for non-
certified individuals conducting lead-hazard
abatement.

 Loss of Certification:
The following individuals or companies have been removed from the listing of certified individuals since they have not
renewed their certification. Also several individuals certification will expire within the next three (3) months.  Check expiration
dates that have been bolded.    Also companies should check worker certification expiration dates.  Several individuals have
expired and or will have expired certificates within the same time period.

Training Provider Issues

Sampling Technician and Course

EPA authorized states and EPA have been attempting to deal with the new “sampling technician” discipline that
is indicated in the new HUD rules.  This agency is attempting to determine the best way to deal with this
discipline and the new HUD rules in order to assure what this individual does is a part of the lead hazard
prevention effort, not a part of the problem.  For that reason we are under taking the possible revision of
Kentucky rules to include this as another assessment discipline, accredit the training course, and provide some
standards and procedural requirements.   We would appreciate comments from trainers in that regard.

Student Needs

The Department continues to get request for certification from individuals who have taken out-of-state courses
from non-accredited training providers.  These providers may be accredited by the EPA Region, as well as by the
state in which they are located.  However, Kentucky law requires that courses offered and designed to prepare
persons for certification in lead-hazard detection or lead-hazard abatement services shall be accredited.   Other
states have similar requirements.  Therefore is important that all training providers ask where there students plan
to work, and provide information to their students about specific state and EPA requirements.    If you are not
sure about a particular states requirements contact this agency for assistance.
